Tue DETROIT 
Business UNIVER- 
sity was founded 
in 1850 in rooms 
over the Preston 


Bank, corner of Woodward avenue and Larned street, and 
was called the Business Institute, This was one of the 
very first commercial schools established on this continent. 


The facilities were very limited as compared to the perfect equip- 
ment of the Derroir Bustness University of to-day; however, 
the Institute was in keeping with the times. In those days it 
was supposed that the only way to acquire a practical knowledge 
of business was to begin at the bottom and work up; to secure 
a position in an office or a store and keep plodding along, step- 
ping up little by little, in hope of becoming book-keeper or head 
clerk some day in the far future. If the aspirant failed, as was 
generally the case, he could only console himself with the 
thought that he had plenty of company. It was customary for 
those who failed in this crude method to attribute failure to bad 
luck. They forgot or did not know that “where there is a will 
there is a way.’ But in those days the way had not been discov- 
ered. THE Detroir Business UNIVERSITY now points out the 
way. 
BRYANT AND STRATTON. 


In 1857 Bryant and Stratton bought the Institution. It 
formed the third link in the famous International Chain of Mer- 
cantile Colleges established by those celebrated commercial 
educators. There were, later, fifty of these colleges located in 
the principal cities of the United States and Canada. 


PROF. J. H. GOLDSMITH, 


successful practical business man, was placed in charge of the 


Detroit College. To Mr. Goldsmith is due the building of the ~ 


foundation on which the peerless record of the Detroir BUSINEss | 
UNIVERSITY has been raised year by year, growing with the 
city’s growth and prospering with its prosperity. Prof. Gold- 
smith died at the ripe age of 88 years. 

In 1859 the Institute had outgrown the quarters over the 
Preston Bank, and was moved to the Merrill block, corner 
Jefferson and Woodward avenues, and was known as the 


BRYANT AND STRATTON MERCANTILE COLLEGE. 


It remained here six years steadily advancing in pop- 
ular favor. January Ist, 1865, the College was again moved, 
to the Seitz block, present site of the Buhl block, corner Griswold 


and Congress. 
WILLIAM F. JEWELL, 


now President of the D. B. U., came from the Chicago College 
to assist Mr. Goldsmith that year. He was a graduate of 
Wheaton College, Illinois, in the classical and scientific courses. 
After his graduation he had taught for several years and had 
subsequently taken a course in the Bryant & Stratton College of 
Chicago. Still later, at Green Bay, Wis., he had taken charge, 
for a year or two, of the books of a big lumber firm, until Bry- 
ant & Stratton prevailed on him to take a position in the Chi- 
cago College, from which he came over to assist Mr. Goldsmith. 
His education, : knowledge of teaching, and experience in actual 
business was of great advantage in developing improved actual 
business methods, thus raising the standard of practical Business 
Education to a higher plane. 

On May tst, 1875, Mr. Goldsmith bought the College from 
Bryant and Stratton. moved it to the Mechanics’ block, now 
known as the McGraw block, corner of Griswold street and 
Lafayette avenue, and changed the name to

his interest in the University to Mr. Jewell, who then assumed 
the financial management. 


PLATT R. SPENCER, 


now secretary of the D. B. U., is a son and namesake of the 
eminent educator and famous originator of Spencerian Penman- 
ship, the popular American standard of hand-writing. The father 
was also famed as a poet, orator, and philanthropist. 

Mr. Spencer is a native of Geneva, Ohio, where, in his early 
school days, he attended the historic Spencer’s Log Seminary, 
later was a student at Kingsville Academy, Ohio, and at the age 
of sixteen entered Hiram College. Here he had the proud honor 
of being a student under James A. Garfield, the eminent scholar, 
sound statesman, brave general, and president of the United 
States. Mr. Spencer completed his education by attending the 
first of the Great International Chain of Business Colleges at 
Cleveland, Ohio, which he entered when twenty-one years of age. 
After completing the course, he engaged as teacher in the Iron 
City Commercial College, Pittsburg, Pa.; at the conclusion of 
the engagement there, was called to a position as teacher in the 
B. and S. Commercial College, Chicago, and a little later accepted 
an offer to go to Philadelphia with Mr. McGann and established 
the Philadelphia, Pa., Business College. When the civil war 
opened, business in Philadelphia was so disturbed that Mr. Spen- 
cer returned to Cleveland and was elected superintendent of pen- 
manship in the public schools. After pushing the work success- 
fully until 1863, he yielded to the desire to return to the business 
college business, resigned his position, went to Indianapolis, Ind., 
and established the Indianapolis Business College. About the 
year seventy, he returned again to Cleveland and became con- 
nected with his Alma Mater of the International Chain of Col- 
leges, finally purchased the institution, and changed the name to 
Spencerian Business College. 

Mr. Spencer and Cleveland associates bought the Mayhew 
Business College, located in the Board of Trade Building, on 
Jefferson avenue, introdueed the improved Spencerian methods, 
changing the name to the Spencerian Business College; under 
which regime it became popular.

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‘J Why a Business Education? —Fo? the same 
reason that you would thoroughly educate a young 
man for any other profession that he proposes to 
follow. When a young man decides, after more or 
less consideration, that his talents and inclinations fit 
him for the bar, what does he do? Hang out his 

G shingle and go into practice? Certainly not. If he has 
the means, he finds where the best law school is, and there he 
spends two or three years, as the case may be, in hard study, to 
familiarize himself with the forms and usages of law. Then, 
when he knows what he is to do, and how to do it, and not 
till then, if he is sensible, does he display his sign. If the 
circumstances under which he finds himself do not allow him to 
attend a law school, as the next best thing he goes into a lawyer’s 
office and there passes through the same course of study, though 
at a relative disadvantage. But whatever method he takes, he 
recognizes the fact that he must ft himself fully for his occu- 
pation before he tries to do any business. 

A College.—So with the young man who chooses medicine 
as his calling. He goes into a medical college, and there he 
spends four years, studying chemistry, botany, pharmacy, 
anatomy, physiology, and surgery. If he cannot spend all his 
time in the medical college, as the next best thing he goes into 
a good physician’s office, and there studies the same branches, 
but with by no means the advantages and with less speedy results, 
as far as the actual acquisition of the scientific knowledge is 
concerned. He lacks the decided influence of a large body of 


live, plucky, keen young men, engaged actively together in the 
same pursuit; sharpening each other’s wits by friendly rivalry, 
and by mutual encouragement and criticism. But the law re- 
quires that he shall spend a certain time—four full courses of 
lectures—in the college before he shall be trusted with the 
responsibility of the lives of his fellow citizens, as a practitioner. 

A Business College.—What is true of these cther profes- 
sions, is to an equal degree true of that far wider profession, 
Business. It has its laws, its usages, its vocabulary, and its meth- 
ods, established by the common consent of business men. Those 
methods are now reduced to a science. That science can be 
and is taught. What plan, then, offers the quickest and surest 
road to success to any young man who has chosen business as 
his calling? Certainly, other things being equal, he will be the 
most successful who has the greatest familiarity with the usages 
and requirements of his ca!ling. It cannot be denied that a 
person, by going into a business with nothing but energy and 
pluck, and a quick apprehension, will, by virtue of his pluck and 
ability, rise in that business, and when he has risen he will be 
familiar with the details of the business. But let him commence 
with a thorough knowledge of business and accounts he has 
acquired in a few months at a Business College, and this will 
save him years of drudgery. 

Short Road to Success.—Time is precious, and there is no 
use climbing over a mountain afoot, getting your clothing torn 
by the underbrush, your feet blistered, and coming to your des- 
tination after hours of arduous toil, and worn out, when there is 
a tunnel through that very mountain, and a train waiting to take 
you to the same destination in a few minutes, to set you down 
fresh and ready for a day’s work, for less money than it 
would cost you to get a single rent in your coat mended, if you 
tear it, as you are likely to if you exert yourself so unwisely. 
To any young man who has decided to go into business, we say, 
a course in the Business College is a thing you cannot afford to 
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do without. We give you in months, by improved methods 


“of instruction, what you cannot acquire by yourself in years, 


and which if you do acquire by yourself will be incomplete and 
unsystematic. It is cheaper to profit by the experience of other 
men than to go it blind, trusting to luck and pluck. 


Pluck and Knowledge. —Pluck is a grand quality, but of 
little service unless guided by knowledge. A man may be plucky 
when wrong, as easily as plucky when right. If he’s plucky, but 
going in the wrong direction, if he’s doing business on a false 
basis, his pluck won’t save him. So a man may be plucky and 
ignorant, not knowing whether he’s going right or wrong. Such 
a man may pull through, but. not because he is plucky, but 
because he happened to be right. It isn’t pluck but luck that 
saves him. But pluck guided by knowledge, is not dependent 
on luck; it can seize every advantage, make use of every oppor- 
tunity, rise by every emergency. A man with a thorough 
business training, and another man without training, though of 
equal natural ability, commence side by side in subordinate 
positions. An emergency arises; someone higher up is tem- 
porarily disabled. The man with the training does the work, and 
the employer says: “There’s a man worth having,’ and advances 
him to the first vacancy. “Isn’t he lucky,” says the other man. 
But luck is not the right name for it; it is because he knew how, 
and because his employer felt that there was a man he couldn’t 
afford to lose, and because he was worthy of a better position. 


Well Prepared.—Most men’s success in business has de- 
pended upon their ability to meet sudden emergencies When 
the emergency comes, there is no time to prepare; and he who 
by previous training is ready for it, meets the occasion and 
profits by it. And here is the point where a Business Education 
helps a man. He goes into business able to fill any vacancy 
which may offer, able to meet any emergency which may arise. 
And he need not say regretfully, as many do who have not had 
the advantage of such training: “Oh, what a fine chance that 
was, if I’d only been ready to take it.” There is no calling in 
life, mechanical, agricultural or professional, where the time 
and expense necessary to secure a thorough acquaintance with 
business forms is not a most profitable investment. A man may 
be ever so skilful a mechanic, but it is the man who adds to his 
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mere mechanical skill the power of education who becomes the. 
master builder. 


A Farmer, who is versed in business calculations, is often 
able to add to his income in a single year all that his business 
training has cost him. One reason why the business of farming 
is not more lucrative, is that farmers, as a class, are not versed 
in business. They trust to luck instead of going on sound busi- 
ness principles. Farmers who add to their knowledge of farm- 
ing a thorough knowledge of business, make money. We know 
of one such, who started as a farm laborer, who living to old 
age, brought up and educated a large family, and when at his 
death his estate was settled, it was found that he had laid by, 
on the average, one thousand dollars a year from the time he 
first commenced for himself when a lad of seventeen or eighteen, 
till he died. He didn’t farm so much better than other men, 
but he knew how te do business.. There was nothing slipshod 
about his accounts. Such men are found in every farming com- 
munity, and Horace Greeley had such men in mind when he 
wrote: “I wish every man had an education, every young man 
especially ; and if either of my sons had lived, and I had trained 
him as I should have tried to do, to be a great and good farmer, 
I should have wanted to send him at least one six months to a 
Business College, to give him the aptitude and habits and formis 
of a thorough business man.” 


Prevent Failures.—How often men of first-class inventive 
genius and unrivaled mechanical skill have made miserable 
financial failures, from the lack of such training as a Business 
College gives is but too well known. Says the Scientific 
American: “How different would have been the history of our 
great inventors, had they all passessed that knowledge of business 
which would have enabled them to put their inventions in a 
business-like way before the world. How often, too, do we see 
ingenious and skilful mechanics confined through life to a small 
shop, or to a subordinate position in a large shop, solely through 
their inability to manage the affairs of a large business. It is no 
uncommon thing to see what might be a profitable business, which 
has been fairly thrust upon an inventor or manufacturer by the 
urgency of popular need, fail disastrously through ignorance of 
business methods, and inability to conduct properly the large 
affairs which come to the owner’s hands.”

Rise Above Ordinary Conditions.—We could multiply 
these views of eminent men by the score—showing what they 
think of this matter. It is of great benefit to a mechanic, a 
farmer, a lawyer, or a doctor, to secure a business education, 
and be a business mechanic, farmer, lawyer or doctor. But for a 
man who intends to make Business his profession, it is the 
height of folly to enter it ignorant of its first principles; when 
for a comparatively trifling outlay in money and time, he can be 
made able to do thoroughly and well any work that falls to his 
hand; be able to step into any vacancy that may arise, and dis- 
charge his duties with credit to himself and satisfaction to his 
employers.

The business 
that one will engage in in active life and its financial success or 
failure is largely determined by the educational preparation 
received.

COURSE OF INSTRUCTION. 


The course of instruction is actual business from the start; 
thoroughly Practical, Counting House Actual Business, Office 
Training, Board of Trade Work, and leads the student through 
the Business part of a great variety of Trade and Commerce, 
including Retailing, Wholesaling, Jobbing, Manufacturing, 
Importing, Farming, Commission, Brokerage, Banking, Trans- 
portation, etc. 
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BRANCHES TAUGHT. 


Business Writing. As nearly all business transactions 

must be placed in writing that is readable and rapidly executed, 

we thoroughly instruct all our pupils in Business Writing as 
long as they are members of the Institution. 


Business Arithmetic.—All business transactions, from the 
most insignificant to those involving millions of dollars, require 
computations, and some of them are very intricate; all should 
be rapid and must be accurate. For that reason our pupils are 
thoroughly instructed in Business Arithmetic, including the 
shortest and best methods of rapid calculations. 


Book=Keeping.—Knowing that to be continuously success- 
ful one should be thoroughly conversant with the details of his 
business and conduct it so systematically that he can readily 
ascertain his resources and liabilities, where his profits come 
from and where his losses occur, we teach single and double 
entry Book-keeping, including the shortest and best time and 
labor-saving methods. 


Commercial Law.—Every man or woman who lives is 
amenable to and entitled to the protection of the laws of the 
land. Many things transpire in business where it becomes nec- 
essary, in order to avoid loss or embarrassment, to gain advant- 
age and act promptly, to understand common law; for these rea- 
sons we teach Commercial Law in the way that any person can 
comprehend and avail himself of its assistance and protection. 


Business Correspondence.—The great volume of business 
that is done by correspondence and the necessity of being brief, 
make it necessary for us to teach Business Correspondence, and 
we so teach it that the student becomes ready in thought and 
commanding in style. 


Grammar.—He who has such command of language that 
he can express himself clearly, distinctly and accurately by 
selection of appropriate words, and in the completion and 
arrangement of his sentences, in speaking and writing, secures 
the attention of and wields an influence with the unlettered as 
well as with the cultured that is of untold advantage in business 
life; for that reason we teach English language. Study of 
grammar is optional with students in the Business Course.

Spelling. —Though the language may be faultless in the 
selection and arremgement of words and sentences, and the pen- 
manship elegam and rapid, yet, if the spelling is incorrect the 
unfortunate blunderer will be subject to ridicule that will retard 
his progress in the employment of others, debar him from the 
possibility of reaching the best positions and embarrass him 
even in doing business for himself; for that reason we teach 
Spelling and Defining. 

Business Paper.—All persons who have much or little 
business to do should understand the correct wording of drafts, 
receipts, bills, invoices, contracts, leases, mortgages, deeds, etc. ; 
for that reason we instruct our pupils in writing Business Paper, 
according to the most approved forms. 

Actual Business.—As we are anxious, yes, determined, that 
our graduates shall have as much valuable experience as possible 
while with us, we have arranged a very thorough system of 
Actual Business, into which the student is introduced at the very 
commencement of the course, including weeks of very exacting 
minutia in office work, as accountant, manager, etc. 


Detection of Counterfeit Money.—The advisability of 
teaching the detection of counterfeit money is shown in the fact 
that in one year $8,830,125 in counterfeit bills were captured by 
the U. S. authorities. Anyone who is receiving money and not 
familiar with the methods of engraving, manufacture of the 
paper of the genuine, the usual methods of engraving and kind 
of materials used in the paper of spurious money, are likely to 
be deceived. 

Our Board of Trade occupies the same relation to the busi- 
ness community of the school room as the City Board of Trade 
does to the business of the city. Daily sessions of the Board 
are held where the students meet to arrange their buying and 
selling, and are required to base their transactions upon the 
regular market reports, the same as the City Board. 


The Teachers are men who have a very clear understanding 
of the branches they teach, and employ methods of instruction 
that deeply interest the learner, thus making study a pleasure. 
When once interested it is easy to lead the student into a thor- 
ough knowledge of his studies, combining pleasure and profit. 
All the teachers are gentlemen of undoubted moral standing and 
correct habits. 
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Methods of Instruction.—In the Business Department the 
method of instruction is largely individual, the teachers giving 
the pupils careful personal attention, advancing them as rapidly 
as they can comprehend the subjects under consideration. 


Persons of any Age.—In the Business Department, as in 
other departments of the University, persons of any age from 
fourteen years upward, are admitted, and not infrequently ladies 
and gentlemen past middle age of life are enjoying its advantages. 


Graduation.—To graduate in the Business Course, the 
student is required to write a legible hand with reasonable speed, 
to be quick and accurate in all business calculations, have a 
thorough knowledge of single and double entry book-keeping as 
applied to a great variety of business, a clear understanding of 
commercial law, be able to draw up business papers accurately, 
compose, write and dictate business letters, spell correctly, and 
be thoroughly conversant with business practice, office work, etc. 


The Old Way of learning business was by going into an 
office or a store, and doing what was required, which was usually 
opening the place early, building fires, sweeping, dusting, opening 
boxes, going on errands, may be, at times, blacken the proprie- 
tor’s boots, and if one happened to learn to write well, keep 
him copying until he got to be a mere machine. 

This is a much too slow, tedious and menial way of acquir- 
ing business education to satisfy any ambitious American boy, 
young man or woman. Life is too short to spend years in this 
kind of preparation, which will crush the ambition out of any 
boy and consign him to years of drudgery. 


In Short, the Business Department of the Detroit Business 
University offers you a thorough Business Course of study, 
taught by business men in a business-like way. 


Profitable Course.—A very profitable course of study for 
any young man or woman is to take the Business Course first 
and then the Shorthand Course. These two courses of study 
can be completed in one year and prepare the student for profit- 
able employment.

disaster and ruin would be the rule. 

Realizing these facts, the Managers of this Institution have 
devoted many valuable years to arranging a course of study and 

methods of teaching accounts, that will enable any mind to 

readily comprehend the science, from its simplest principles to 
its most extreme intricacies. 

In accomplishing this we give our students the very best 
helps that we can secure, supplying them with a superior method 
of Actual Business, well prepared Blank Books and other 
materials, which include the very latest ideas of business men and 
Teachers who stand at the very head of the profession in this 
special branch. 

The students first take the place of book-keepers in some 
small business houses, are familiarized with debits and credits in 
the purchases and sales of property, learn the names of the most 
important accounts, are taught to understand those accounts that 
show resources and liabilities, and those showing gains and 
losses. Then each student is placed in control of some simple 
business, and required to keep accurate account of all transac- 
tions until he comprehends all thoroughly, then is passed on to 
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some more extended business, greater financial responsibility 
and more advanced method of accounting. When this is well 
understood, the student is again promoted to still more extended 
business and more advanced ideas in keeping books. Thus the 
learner is passed onward and upward, step by step, each succeed- 
ing step preparing him for something higher in business knowl- 
edge, each new idea preparing him for more advanced methods 
of Book-keeping, through many different lines of business, trade 
and commerce, with their various complications in methods of 
accounting, until he becomes so familiar with Business and 
Book-keeping that he can readily comprehend anything new that 
may be presented. 

In this way we carry our students from absolute ignorance 
of business and Accounting up to an enviable degree of knowl- 
edge and skill in Book-keeping as found in business, that will 
be of great benefit to them in doing business for themselves or 
others. 

Single Entry.—Single Entry Book-keeping is but a crude 
and defective way of keeping accounts; showing very imperfectly 
the conditions of a business, and is easily learned. We teach 
enough Single Entry in our course to give the students a good 
understanding of it, and then instruct them how to change from 
Single to Double Entry, that they may understand the principles 
of each thoroughly and comprehend the difference between the 
two. 

Double Entry.—Double Entry Book-keeping is a complete 
science which shows resources and liabilities, gains and losses, 
so clearly, that anyone whose books are correctly kept may very 
readily, any time, ascertain his financial condition. The forms 
that we teach our students are the SHORTEST and BEST in use 
in business houses. 

Lectures and Blackboard Illustrations.—The student also 
attends the Class Lectures, where the customs and usages of 
business are explained and illustrated, and all the difficulties of 
Book-keeping analyzed befcre the class by aid of blackboard 
illustrations. 

Individual Instruction.—The students may commence the 
study any time, pursue the course as rapidly as their under- 
standing will allow and do the work thoroughly. That we may 
be satisfied of their understanding of all parts of the course, we 
think it best to give each student personal instruction. 
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The object of our Busiress Course of study is to teach our 
students the science of 
MONEY MAKING, 

saving and investing. So, as soon as they understand business 
principles, we direct them in buying, selling, exchange, etc., on 
their own account, and on the account of others; merchandise, 
stocks, bonds, real estate and other exchangeable values, with 
their teachers, fellow students and students in other colleges in 
other cities, east, west, and south, who are engaged in conduct- 
ing different lines of business, and handling representations of 
goods from the great marts in different parts of the world. This 
is not permitted in a trifling, haphazard, hit or miss, nonsensical 
way; but with an intelligent understanding of demand and supply 
and familiarity with qualities, grades and daily quotations. This 
is done so nearly like the business of the busy world, that the 
students become enthused and inspired, for they see how wealth 
grows, and they are in fact growing in wealth of ideas, which, 
if followed up, will enable them to stand side by side with the 
successful business men of the world. 

Our System of Instruction is business practice from the 
very commencement, including the details of office usages, each 
student acting as an office assistant, making correct entries in 
the appropriate books as the actual transactions occur in the 
business, including purchase and sales of Merchandise, Stocks, 
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Bonds, Real Estate, Commercial Paper of all forms; filling the 
position of Assistant Book-keeper in the counting room repre- 
senting a well managed business, under the direction and in- 
struction of an intelligent and painstaking book-keeper and em- 
ployer—the teachers—thereby impressing on the mind of the 
student by the aid of a practical routine of business, a live knowl- 
edge of accounts. Then all printed matter is laid aside, and the 
student is furnished with cash capital, and .actually buys, sells 
and transacts business as literally as the business man in the 
outside business world, and keeps a complete record of his trans- 
actions, putting in practice the principles and forms of general 
Mercantile Book-keeping. We now introduce 


BUSINESS PRACTICE, 


in which the students transact business among themselves, with 
the teachers, and with the different Business Offices, making out 
all business papers connected with the transactions, such as Bills, 
Notes, Drafts, Checks, Letters, Invoices, Account Sales, Leases, 
Deeds, Mortgages, etc., personally delivering, or sending them 
per mail to the parties with whom the business is transacted. All 
of these business papers are presented at the teacher's desk for 
criticism and approval before delivering to others. 


Merchandise is represented in a great variety of different 
grades and qualities, arranged for that purpose, which gives 
something tangible for the student to base his transactions on. 


Our Insurance Company does a regular Insurance Busi- 
ness, insuring merchandise, buildings, and adjusting and paying 
losses, which occur in actual transactions. 


Our Board of Trade occupies the same relation to the 
Business Community of our school as a City Board of Trade 
does to the business of the city. Students, when promoted to 
the Senior Business Department and advanced business class, be- 
come members of the Board of Trade. A board session is held 
at the beginning of each half day’s school, when the members of 
the Actual Business Class meet and make bargains, buying and 
selling and arranging much of their business. 
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A competent and experienced teacher always directs the 
Board of Trade sessions, taking part in their transactions, and 
assisting them to arrange their business, 

Each student makes a memorandum, with pencil in a book 
prepared for that purpose, of all the transactions and contracts 
entered into, and at the close of the Board Session each repairs 
to his office (his desk), and there makes out all business papers 
required in the transactions, and after having them approved, 
sends or delivers them to the proper parties, and by means of the 
various offices, completes his business and fulfills the contracts 
entered into while at the Board Sessions, and makes the appro- 
priate entries in his books, his book-keeping being a systematic 
record of the business he transacts. 

Prices. —Our prices of merchandise are governed by the 
daily quotations of the City Board of Trade, at which prices 
goods are bought of the Emporium, and are then sold, presum- 
ably at a profit, to the customers, the Emporium acting in the 
capacity of producer or first seller of merchandise, the student 
acting as the wholesale or retail merchant. 


The Advantage of this System.—In carefully examining 
our system of Actual Business, it will be seen that we have no 
imaginary business, or transactions with imaginary persons, as 
many business schools have, merely making out their business 
papers from the printed sets in their printed schedule or text- 
books, and calling that Actual Business, but it will be noticed 
that both among the students and in all of our business offices, 
each transaction is literally performed, the required papers made 
out, delivered, and the proper record made. In this system, 
no two students can have exactly the same transactions, conse- 
quently cannot copy from or depend upon another student’s 
work. It teaches them to be independent, and to rely on their 
own work, applying such tests of accuracy as are applied in 
Actual Business. 
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Quiet and Orderly School Room.—This system gives the 
student the benefit of literal business transactions in all their 
various details, and at the same time maintains quiet and orderly 
school rooms, as much-as the bargaining and arranging of 
business is done by the business class while at the Board 
Sessions, and the business with the offices is carried on mostly 
by correspondence. After completing the transactions as per 
schedule; a Balance Sheet is made out and the books are closed. 


SECOND ACTUAL BUSINESS. 


This is a continuation of the previous business, with same 
Partner and same Resources and Liabilities. The books used 
are the Invoice Book, Sales Book, Cash Book, Journal and Ledger 
as principal books, posting from each book of original entry 
directly to the Ledger. The transactions consist of buying and 
selling Merchandise and Stocks with many varieties of special 
entries, illustrating the different kinds of negotiable paper and 
different forms of endorsement; also a variety of partnership 
transactions, one partner selling his interest to another partner, 
admitting a third partner, under circumstances which illustrate 
the relation of partners to each other and to the business. After 
completing the transactions as per schedule, a Balance Sheet is 
made out, showing the condition of the business, and the Ledger 
is closed. 

The books used in this business illustrate the modern short 
and practical form of books used in many of the leading business 
houses of this and other cities. 


THIRD ACTUAL BUSINESS. 


We begin this business with the same Resources, Liabilities 
and Partner as at closing Second Actual Business. Business is 
continued, consisting of buying and selling merchandise, making 
shipments and receiving consignments on individual account, 
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oe doing business through a freight office as in real business. 

Aix. The books are kept as a common mercantile set of single entry 
© -~ books, introducing a number of special partnership transactions. 
Q After the books are conducted by single entry for a length

At this time, one of the partners retires from the business, a 
f balance sheet is made out, showing the present condition of the 
Y business and the partner’s persent interest, then the retiring 
partner is paid off and the books are closed.

FOURTH ACTUAL BUSINESS. 
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Commences with the same partners and about the same 
Capital as at closing the Third Actual Business. The transac- 
tions consist in buying and selling merchandise, making and 
receiving shipments through our freight office, practically illus- 
trating the principles of the preceding set, also introducing many 
special mercantile and partnership transactions, buying property 
of various kinds, including Real Estate, the latter for part cash 
and part note, secured by mortgage, receiving deed and giving 
mortgage in regular form. A Balance Sheet and Account Cur- 
rent are made out and the books closed. 

Commission.—A purely Commission Business is now 
opened and conducted, designing to give the student a practical 
idea of the best method of carrying on commission business 
and keeping Commission Books as practiced in the best 
Commission Houses. 


COMMISSION ACTUAL BUSINESS. 


The student commences this business with resources and 
liabilities taken from Balance Sheet of Fourth Actual. The 
business represents a regular, practical Commission Business. 
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The transactions consist of receiving and shipping mer- 
chandise on account and risk of one, two, three or four parties, 
sometimes one party furnishing all of the merchandise, and at 
times each furnishing a portion. 


A special characteristic of this business is that in the midst 
of the season, when the student has a large quantity of mer- 
chandise on hand, a fire occurs, totally destroying his warehouse 
and entire contents, the books only being saved. The mer- 
chandise being insured, he collects his insurance and proportions 
it among the different lots of merchandise, and proceeds to 
ascertain the present condition of the business, which is found 
to be insolvent. He then settles up his business in bankruptcy, 
paying a per cent. on the dollar, which gives him many practical 
ideas and suggestions in regard to business, not before illustrated. 


Partnership Settlements.—Settlements between partners 
are among the most difficult things with which the accountant 
has to deal. All the different processes of adjusting losses and 
gains are fully illustrated to the student PRACTICALLY, as book- 
keeper in charge of the counting room. 


BUSINESS HOUSES. 


The business community in our Actual Business Depart- 
ment, to facilitate the transaction of business, has established 
the most important business houses, such as Banks, Wholesale 
Merchandise House, Express Office, Transportation Office, 
Insurance Offices, Board of Trade organization, Commission 
House, Post Office, etc., all of which are in constant operation, 
and each student at certain intervals in his course of study takes 
charge of each office, acting as Cashier, Salesman, Book-keeper, 
Manager or Clerk, becoming familiar with their different varie- 
ties of business and various forms of books.

aS The elegant walnut offices in our Senior Actual Business De- 


~ partment are furnished with complete and costly sets of books. 


In the keeping of each of these sets of books sufficient time is 
given to become perfectly familiar with them and the writing of 
all the forms of business papers in connection with that particular 
business, giving the student a very thorough drill in office work, 
and much better understanding of book-keeping than he could 
possibly secure from mere theory. The student first secures a 
position in the 


TRANSPORTATION OFFICE, 


where, as General Agent, he keeps the following books: 
FREIGHT RECEIVED, CASH BOOK, 
FREIGHT FORWARDED, LFDGER. 
FREIGHT DELIVERED. 


He Ships Merchandise to and receives from the other 
students in different parts of our Actual Business Department; 
also to and from the students and Business Houses of Business 
Colleges in other cities, doing the business through the U. S. 
Mail. He not only keeps a regular set of Transportation Books, 
but all business papers connected with transportation, such as 
Freight Receipts, Shipping Receipts, Way Bills, ete. The knowl- 
edge gained in this department is of great value to all who are 
ever brought in contact with shipping agencies and transporta- 
tion lines, and the persons in actual business who are not likely 
to have such experience are few and insignificant. From this 
house the student goes to the 


COMMERCIAL EXCHANGE, 


which does business under the firm name of W. F. Jewell & Co. 
This is our general purchasing agency, to whom the retail 
merchants sell their goods at the retail price. It takes the place 
of the general consumer, 
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All business required to be done to illustrate how it is per- 
formed among business men—that does not properly come within 
the sphere of the other offices—is performed here. The books 
used in this house are: 

PURCHASE BOOK, 

CHECK BOOK, 
BILL BOOK. 
After closing his work here the student next enters the 


IMPORTING AND JOBBING HOUSE, 


where he becomes a partner and general manager of the Import- 
ing and Jobbing trade of H. T. Loomis & Co. In this depart- 
ment all the modern and more advanced ideas of the business 
world are embodied, including a valuable set of books, specially 
columned, filled with actual transactions, and posted directly 
therefrom to the Ledger. The following large finely bound books

The Bills, Invoices, Letters, Account Sales, etc., that are 
written here, have to be copied with a letter press and the 
business paper received and filed for future reference. The 
experience gained in this office is of a very practical character, 
and a great help to the student later in attending to the details 
of office business. 

The student having previously passed through the “Theory 
Banking” and becoming familiar with the internal workings of a 
bank, now takes charge of

where he becomes a financier and learns to apply theoretical 
lessons of his course in this direction. Our Bank is regularly 
organized with a capital of $100,000, shares of the stock being 
held, bought or sold by the business student.

Its importance in perfecting the 
operations in the Business Department is not less than that of 
similar institutions in the active business world, and the finishing 
touches which its multifarious duties give to the student are 
well calculated to impart a degree of facility and confidence in 
actual business operations such as no mere theoretical training 
could accomplish.

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This indispensable branch of a Business Edu- 

cation is at the very foundation of business 

success. When the computations are inaccurate and 

blundering, there is a “screw loose” in the money 

drawer, apparent leakage in the treasury, demoralization 

in the counting-room, and a most unsafe and unsatis- 

factory condition of affairs in the whole business, which 

is likely to involve one in embarrassing misunderstand- 

ings and expensive litigation. But, when the computa- 

tions are accurate, clear and rapid, there is a feeling of security 

and confidence, which establishes, strengthens and maintains 

credit, and promotes financial success. Realizing the truth of 

this, we give our students superior advantages in this as in 

other branches of our course; providing for their assistance a 

Business Arithmetic that, in the presentation and explanation of 

the subjects and in the rules and examples for practice, is all 

that its name implies; and more, is a superior book of reference 

for the best managed counting-rooms in our great business 

houses. 

For teachers of this special branch we have secured men of 
large experience, who, with their excellent methods of instruc- 
tion, clear ways of illustrating, and enthusiastic manner of 
teaching, bring the most knotty arithmetical questions within 
the comprehension of even the dullest mind. By logical methods 
of analysis, the student is led step by step from known terms to 
those unknown, which are in turn made stepping-stones to 
others still more advanced, both in principle and application. 
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What in other institutions is often found to be a hard and 
distasteful task, 1s kere pursued as an interesting study; and 
the pleasure known only to the student who has solved a difficult 
problem creates a growing desire to become thoroughly familiar 
with all the subjects treated in this solid branch of a Business 
Education. 

In our teaching, we aim to give our students a clear com- 
prehension of each subject under consideration, then, a 
thorough understanding of the rules and their application to 
a variety of questions occurring in actual business. In this way 
they first conquer the whole field of Commercial Calculations ; 
then by a complete review of all the subjects, rapidity is added 
to accuracy; and finally, by the most thorough drilling in intri- 
cate questions of a business nature, the learner becomes expert 
in the management of figures. This lays a solid foundation for 
success in business. 

Many of the branches of Commercial Calculations which 
we teach are either taught very indifferently, or not taught 
at all, in the public and private schools, academies and semi- 
naries of the land. Of these we might mention Trade and 
Money, embracing Principles of Political Economy; Problems 
relating to Bills, Invoices, Inventories and Statements of 
Accounts; Detection of Errors in Trial Balances; Loss and 
Gain; Marking Goods, Trade Discounts, etc.; Commission and 
Brokerage; Freight and Storage (a much neglected subject) ; 
Custom House Business; Foreign Invoices; Bankruptcy and 
Insolvency; Contracted Methods for Interest and Discount; 
Negotiable Paper, including Protest, Notice and Days of Grace; 
Banks and Banking, embracing Laws and Customs, Forms of 
Business Paper and other Important Subjects; Bank Clearing 
House Associations, including History, Stocks and Bonds, 
embracing Common, Preferred and Guaranteed Stock; 
“Watering Stock,’ Government Securities, “Consols,’” etc.; 
Equation of Accounts; Account Sales; Partnership Set- 
tlements; and many other practical applications of Percentage 
and Arithmetical Analysis to the Business of Trade, including 
all the peculiar customs and usages of different branches of 
industry, concerning their computation. 

Thus, for the want of space, we give but a hint at what is 
comprised in our course of Commercial Calculations. 
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Aik S Of the many business men who apply to us for 
i clerks or book-keepers to assist them in their busi- 
ness, nearly every one says, first, that he wants a 
good writer, so we know that they regard a good 
‘ hand-writing of first importance as a business quali- 
& fication. That “hand” which is best adapted to the 
needs of business men in their various vocations and 
requirements is the one that can be most rapidly writ- 
ten, and easily read, with sufficient grace of line, and beauty of 
form, without display or flourish, to be pleasant to the culti- 
vated taste. That the student may acquire the habit of making 
every letter plain, he is, in this school, thoroughly practiced in 
single lines, to give them the right quality and form, and then 
taught to combine them into letters, unite the letters into words, 
arrange the words into sentences, and sentences into para- 
graphs and pages, preserving at all times the distinctive features 

peculiar to each letter, until they become a fixed habit. 

That the student not only may, but certainly will learn to 
write with freedom and rapidity, we commence each lesson in 
writing with an exercise, so arranged that it will compel the 
arm, hand and fingers of the learner to pass through a series 
of gymnastic movements with the pen, which develop very free 
action of the muscles, and then by systematic instruction direct 
the hand in shaping letters that are conspicuous for their sim- 
plicity and beauty of form. 

That the hand-writing may be uniformly developed, and 
built up with certainty, we commence with the small letters 
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composed of the least number of lines and most easily executed 
with the pen, and practice on them first singly, then in groups 
with moderate speed, then faster, and finally as rapidly as may 
be and retain legibility. So we pass, step by step, on through 
the alphabet, from the simplest to the most complicated letters, 
developing each as we pass into beauty of form with rapidity 
of motion, until we have covered the whole field of small letters, 
capitals and figures, forming letters, words, sentences and pages, 
striving with the most intelligent effort to bring the fingers, hand 
and arm under complete control of the will until a good hand- 
writing becomes an established fact. 

In our teaching of penmanship in the different departments 
of the institution we require all the students to practice writing 
the first hour each day. As four of our teachers are superior 
penmen and successful teachers, all the students receive the 
most thorough instruction at this hour. There are blackboard 
illustrations, and explanations given of the copy, and a teacher 
sees each student at his desk many times each lesson, and sug- 
gests ways in which he may improve most rapidly. The writ- 
ing lesson is followed by a lesson in correspondence, and as 
the business letters are to be written in the best style, they are 
a continuation of the writing lesson. In book-keeping, bill- 
making, legal forms and commercial papers, students are prac- 
ticing with the pen and establishing a bold, readable and graceful 
style of writing. If the student in any department does not 
have as much practice as he wishes, then he can get permission 
to go into the Writing Department without extra charge for 
tuition and work up his business penmanship to any degree of 
perfection he may desire. 

There is no pursuit in life that can ignore Penmanship. 
Legible, accurate, rapid business writing is indispensable to the 
world; without it, the record of daily events must be lost, and 
science, art and literature be well-nigh obliterated. 

Some years since a prominent business man (a banker), 
in talking to our students, said: “Young men, don’t fail to 
secure a good hand-writing; to a young man commencing 
business, it is equal to a capital of TEN THOUSAND DOL- 
LARS. 

This capital is within the reach of any one with two or 
three fingers on either hand, and energy enough to work for it. 
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| Knowing that every person who owns, or is 
eS likely to own property, or to do business for him- 
| self or others (as all our students undoubtedly 
will), should have such knowledge of certain 
principles of Common and Statutory law, that he will, 
in all business transactions, so understand his rights 
and privileges that he can claim them without hesi- 
tation, we make Commercial Law a part of our Course 
of Study. Unfortunately, very few business men do understand 
these laws, until they learn them in the school of experience, 
and that, too, not infrequently, at a cost for tuition of hundreds 
and thousands of dollars more than is charged at this Institution 
for the same instruction. 


Instructions are given regularly by a successful lawyer of 
the Detroit bar, also author of works on Commercial Law, who 
is engaged specially for this purpose. Subjects are taken up in 
their regular order, every legal term fully explained, each par- 
ticular branch of the subject illustrated by numerous examples, 
either actual or supposed, and the teacher discusses fully the 
principles of law and equity involved, and the presumption of 
the law under the varying conditions usual to the case. 


The student is thoroughly instructed in the law of Contracts. 
and in the law of Negotiable Paper, in all its varieties and modi- 
fications by the statutes of different states. The law of 
Agencies, how created, different classes, their relation to the 
principal, authority, etc., are rendered familiar to the student. 
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Then follows the law of Partnership, defining the rights and 
privileges of the individual partners, how bound by the acts of 
each other, etc. The law of Corporations is fully explained to 
the class; how Corporations are created; different classes, ordi- 
nary powers, etc. Guaranty and Surety, the laws affecting 
these are made clear to the students. The laws of Sales of 
Chattels, which are those controlling the most ordinary business 
transactions, are considered, and our method of presenting them 
gives the student an understanding of his and others’ rights. 
The right of Stoppage in Transitu is discussed and thoroughly 
explained. Payments; the law defining this is made clear. The 
law relating to Tender is made plain. Liens; the right of one 
man to retain possession of the property of another until payment 
is made, is discussed until understood. Interest and Usury laws 
should be well understood by every one who expects to borrow 
or lend money. The laws pertaining to contracts of Affreight- 
ment are rendered familiar. Also Bailment, including contracts 
of heirs, Marine and Life Insurance, Arbitration, distribution 
of estates of deceased persons by Will, by Administrator, Real 
Estate Conveyance, etc. 

These and other subjects are brought before the class and 
taught in such a manner that students can commence at any 
time, and pursue the study systematically, giving to the entire 
course, when finished, a unity and completeness that can be 
secured only by a carefully planned programme. 


POLITICAL ECONOMY. 


The elements of political economy as applied to daily busi- 
ness affairs are taught by a short course of lecttres. The 
principles by which the value of merchandise is regulated, those 
underlying the economical employment of labor, the uses of 
capital, the nature and business uses of money, the laws of 
exchange are all explained by an expert in economic subjects. 
A careful explanation of the terms and subjects discussed in 
political economic treatises is made. While rules which society 
has laid down to regulate business dealings are necessary, it is 
much more necessary that the modern intelligent and specially 
educated business man should have knowledge of the principles 
underlying business affairs and a thorough .understanding of 
their nature. 


The demand of the busy rushing world for com- 
petent young men and women Stenographers, which 
two decades ago was so very limited, has grown to be so great, 
and increasing, the standard of attainment elevating and advanc- 
ing so rapidly, that a stenographic institution quite superior to 
the ordinary school of shorthand, or departments in the common 
business college, is a public necessity. 

This demand has developed, through years of earnest, 
intelligent effort, the “University School of Shorthand.” Though 
this is one of the five schools forming the Business University, 
it is a well organized institution composed of seven departments, 
each complete, with a graded course of study, in charge of a 
separate principal, who is a specially educated, experienced and 
successful teacher, each department occupying separate study 
halls and class rooms, and all appropriately furnished with 
modern conveniences. 

These departments are as follows: “Junior Shorthand,” 
in three graded departments; “Senior Shorthand,’ with many 
graded dictation divisions, “Junior Typewriting,” “Senior Type- 
writing,” and “Office Department.” This arrangement enables us 
to perfect a course of study that enlists the attention of the 
student the very first lesson, advances him rapidly with growing 
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interest and enthusiasm, and enables him to attain the highest 
proficiency in the least time. 


Type-writing—It is necessary for every young man and 
woman who wishes to compete successfully with others to become 
skilled in everything that will expedite business. With this tm 
view, every student in Shorthand is given the exclusive use of a 
typewriting machine a part of each day, and placed under the in- 
struction of an experienced and capable teacher, who carries the 
student along step by step until he is able to transcribe his short- 
hand notes two, three and perhaps four times as fast as.he can 
write with pen and ink, and every word plain as print. We use 
the Touch Type-Writing method, which enables students to write 
much more rapidly in the same length of time than with the old — 
method of lettered keys now in vogue with the common schools 
of shorthand. 


Necessary Preparation.—A successful stenographer that 
can secure and hold a paying position should be well versed 
in the most useful English branches. These are thoroughly 
taught in the University School of Shorthand to those who 
are deficient. The initiates take only such of these branches 
as they have not previously acquired. The branches necessary 
are as follows: 


Business Writing.— As all young men and women who do 
business for themselves, or others, are expected to write with 
pen and ink a hand that is read without hesitation, easily and 
rapidly executed, all students in the Shorthand Department 
who have not previously acquired a legible, rapid style, are in- 
structed each day in the most approved methods, until they have 
an established business hand. 


Spelling. —Shorthand is writing by sound, so that all silent 
letters are omitted in the stenographic notes. If the Shorthand 
notes were transcribed on the typewriter, or in longhand, as 
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ictation Room, Senior Shorthand Department, Sectional View, One of 14 Departments. 
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written in shorthand, many words would be misspelled. We 
guard against that tendency by teaching spelling, and it is 
taught most thoroughly, so that any one, no matter how deficient, 
can learn to spell correctly. 

English Language.—Some students who seek to become 
skilled shorthand writers have not sufficient knowledge of gram- 
mar to guide them in the correct use of language in talking 
and writing; we give those students special instruction in Eng- 
lish language. As the shorthand student is writing language 
all the time, he has fine opportunity to make direct application 
of the language lessons, making rapid daily progress until cor- 
rect speaking and writing language become a habit. 


Business Correspondence.—A great proportion of the busi- 
ness of the world is done by correspondence. Business corre- 
spondence varies from ordinary correspondence, in being more 
concise. The average Stenographer holding a position is re- 
quired to devote most of his time to correspondence; for this 
reason the students in the Shorthand Department are thor- 
oughly instructed in the most approved forms of business letters. 

Business Calculations.—Those who are not well skilled in 
business arithmetic when they enter the school and wish to pre- 
pare to fill superior positions, are given thorough instruction in 
the necessary arithmetical subjects. 

Book= keeping.—A knowledge of book-keeping gives the 
stenographer a larger field of usefulness and increased oppor- 
tunities for profitable employment. A partial or entire course in 
this can be taken. It is best to devote all the time for two or 
three months to the study before commencing shorthand, better 
than taking it with the shorthand and typewriting. 

Business Course.—A complete business course, taken be- 
fore commencing shorthand, is the best preparation for profitable 
employment. The student who is a book-keeper as well as a 
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stenographer has access to more desirable positions than one who 
is simply a stenographer. Some students accomplish the com- 
plete business course in six months and graduate in the two 
courses in twelve months, taking the business course first and 
then completing the shorthand course. | 


Our Method of Teaching combines class and individual 
instruction; using blackboard illustrations and exercises, also 
paper, pen and ink in writing. In the Senior Shorthand Depart- 
ment many dictation sections are formed, grouping students ac- 
cording to their speed, from fifty words per minute up to one 
hundred and twenty-five, for amanuensis work, and higher rate 
of speed for reporting, under the direct instruction and dictation 
of skilled teachers. 


Best System. —The question of what system of Shorthand 
is best to learn is a very important one, for there are some very 
slow systems that are unjustly urged upon the public as the best, 
and are supported by apparently strong testimonials, that we know 
by experiences to be very inferior. We are not interested in any 
system of Shorthand, only so far as we know it promotes the in- 
terests of our students. We have tried many of the leading sys- 
tems in this institution, -but find the Graham superior to all 
others; for that reason we teach it exclusively and thoroughly. 


Teachers. —Realizing that no institution can lay claim to 
superiority, no matter how well the course of study is arranged 
or how elegant the study halls, unless the teachers are thor- 
oughly qualified, have had large practical experience and possess 
superior ability, this department is, as are all the others in this 
institution, under the management of a corps of the most capable 
teachers. 


Time Required.—The time necessary to prepare to do 
amanuensis work varies from four to seven months, according 
to the aptness and application of the student. Few are prepared 
in less than six months’ diligent study and practice. 


Desirable Situations.—For more than fifty-four years this 
institution has trained young men and women in business ways, 
amounting to over 37,000, and has furnished more situations than 
all other institutions of the kind in the State combined. “he de- 
mand during the last year has been larger than ever before, 
amounting by actual count to 808. 
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The wonderful march of progress in develop- 
ing aids to rapid and easy work in business pro- 
duced that ingenious invention, the typewriter. So 
complete is this little mechanical wonder that any per- 
son who can read print, and has one finger on either 
hand, can learn to operate by a few weeks’ practice 
under instruction, and copy or write original matter, 
in a style that can be read as easily as the ordinary 
printed page. A proficient operator of this machine can write 
three times as rapidly as the same work can be done by the 
most rapid writer with pen and ink. Experts on the Typewriter 
have attained the wonderful speed of one hundred and eighty 
words per minute; eighty have been written by our own students 
in the rooms of this institution, when pursuing the Shorthand 
Course, and higher rate of speed after passing into a position. 

Type-Writers are now used for much of the copying, 
letter writing, bill making, etc., in nearly all business and pro- 
fessional offices. The possibility of writing several times faster, 
making numerous copies at once, and the work as readable as 
print, are the principal advantages of this machine over the pen 
for much of the work in an office. 

Graded Course.— That every one who learns to write 
Shorthand may be able to operate the Typewriter rapidly and 
accurately, this school is divided into three separate departments, 
named “Junior Typewriting Department,” “Senior Typewriting 
Department” and “Office Department,” with the course of in- 
struction graded in each, carrying the pupil from the first blun- 
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dering touch of the key of the novice up to high skill, speed and 
accuracy of the accomplished operator. 


Junior Department.—The student is here taught the 
touch method—no letters cn the keys—which produces more 
rapid work with the same practice than the old method; the 
principal part of the instruction in this Department is indi- 
vidual. The pupil is first shown the different parts of the 
machine, taught their names and uses, required to memorize 
the key board, then taught the most desirable use of each finger 
on the different keys, so as not to waste effort or movements 
and produce the greatest amount of good work with the least 
exertion. While Typewriting is the principal branch taught in 
this department, special attention is given to spelling, punctuation, 
grammatical construction of sentences, speed writing, etc. 


Senior Department.— When the student has completed 
satisfactorily the course in the Junior Department he is promoted 
to the Senior Department and his duties greatly increased, prepar- 
ing him in a practical way for the active duties of the life to 
which he is aspiring. He is also taught Letter Copying and In- 
dexing, Duplicating with Carbon and with Mimeograph; Copying 
Legal Forms, Agreements, Contracts, Specifications, Testimony, 
Speeding Drill, etc., all earnest, practical work. 


Machines, Etc.—The Typewriting Department is well 
furnished with a large number of Typewriters, consisting of 
those most in use and in greatest demand. Each student has the 
exclusive use of a machine a part of each day. The depart- 
ment is also furnished with mimeograph, copying press, letter 
files, office desks, etc. Each machine is on a separate Type- 
writer table, and each student is supplied with a comfortable 
adjustable chair. 


_ The Demand.—The Typewriter is coming more and more 
into use, and each year a higher rate of speed is required. The 
demand for expert operators is on the increase. While a few 
years ago but few offices had Typewriters, now the business 
office without a good Typewriter is rare. The time is rapidly 
coming when a young man or woman who cannot operate a 
ee aes rapidly and accurately will not be accepted in an 
office. 
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Main Study Hall in English Department, Sectional View, One of 14 Departments, D. B. U. 
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This is the only Business College in Detroit, and 
one of very few in America, that maintains at all time 
a department, devoted exclusively to English training. 
The department is a well organized school of the Eng- 
lish branches, where persons of any age or either sex 
have an opportunity to acquire in the shortest time a thorough 
knowledge of such English branches as they need. So success- 
fully has this been accomplished that the school has grown to be 
one of the most popular departments of the institution. Below 
we give an idea of some of the branches taught and method of 
teaching. 

Method of Teaching.—The system of teaching is the 
most careful, painstaking individual instruction; equal to the 
best personal attention of successful private teachers, combined 
with superior methods of group or division recitation. 

Teachers. —The Principal in charge of this school, and his 
assistants, are not only excellent English scholars, but superior 
teachers, who labor earnestly and faithfully for the advancement 
of those pursuing studies under their care. 

Practical Arithmetic.—Our careful method of instruction 
and plain way of illustrating make clear to the mind of the 
learner the most intricate questions in arithmetic. | Those 
understanding the ordinary rules of arithmetic and their appli- 
cations to questions arising in every-day life are thoroughly 
drilled in rapid calculations. 

English Grammar. —Our method of teaching this impor- 
tant branch is that employed by the best grammarians and 
most successful teachers. This is not a dry study of grammar, 
but a live lesson in languages. The exercise in diagramming, 
analyzing, sentence building and impromptu composition, give 
an interesting variety to the study into which the scholars enter 
with enthusiasm. 


Spelling and Defining.—It is embarrassing to make mis- 
takes in spelling and a disadvantage not to be familiar with the 
correct meaning of words in common use. These difficulties we 
obviate for our pupils by thoroughly instructing them in spell- 
ing and meaning of words.. As the words are written in an 
exercise book by the student, no one knows how they are spelled 
excepting the student and teacher. 

Practical Writing.—It is the duty of every one to write so 
plainly that the writing can be easily read; it is business to write 
rapidly; it is policy to acquire an elegant style, for it carries 
influence and commands the admiration of best taste. The 
student is drilled in the correct formation of single lines, to com- 
bine the lines into letters, the letters into words, arrange the 
words into sentences and pages, imparting a useful, beautiful 
and rapid style of writing. 

Letter Writing.—Many persons who are fluent talkers are 
debarred the privilege of communicating with their friends and 
acquaintances at a distance, because they have not the ability to 
express themselves on paper. This shows clearly that letter 
writing should be a part of one’s education. 


Reading. — Those who wish to insure greater enjoyment 
of reading, improve their language in conversation, and acquire 
the correct pronunciation of words, will receive the necessary 
assistance by taking lessons in reading, day or evening, which is 
here thoroughly taught. 

Other Branches. 


Special attention is given to those 
studying Geography, U. S. History, Higher Mathematics, 
Rhetoric, etc. Those wishing any branches not mentioned here 
will receive attention on application. 

Civil Service.—Those who wish to prepare for examina- 
tions for Government Service will find just the assistance they 
need, in this school.

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Drawing as an Educator. —The best Educators 
of modern times give the art of drawing the highest 
3 rank among those studies which develop in the 
student the ability to do careful, systematic and ac- 
curate work. The benefit of an elementary course 
in drawing is very marked; those pupils who are 
taught drawing, nearly always excel, in careful, patns- 
taking work afterward. 
Success from Portraying Ideas. —The ability to portray 
ideas accurately by a sketch or drawing, thus making them 
visible to others, has been, and in this age of invention and 


progress, will continue to be, the key to many men’s fame and 
fortune. 


Why Many Inventors Fail.—Many skilled inventors lose 
the reward of their genius, and much valuable time, through their 
inability to clearly portray their inventions on paper. Being un- 
able to present a clear record of their ideas, they cannot show 
wherein the merit and novelty lies, and thus failing to develop 
their inventions fully themselves, they go to others for this work, 
and in so doing, in many cases, their ideas are stolen, developed 


and patented, and the rewards reaped by someone of better busi- 
ness knowledge. 


Our School.—Realizing, as educators, that the study ot 
drawings and how to make them is of great importance, and 
desiring to be leaders in this department of education, as we 
are in the work of all our other departments, the University 
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has established a School of Drawing. Ours is the only school of 
drafting in Detroit or vicinity, with courses that can be com- 
menced at any time and pursued as extensively as desired; 
with individual, and special instruction, as wished by mechanics 
and artisans in the pursuit of their vocations, whose work will 
be accepted and credited by schools of engineering and technol- 
ogy; the design of which is to meet the practical needs. The 
courses are just as brief as is possible, consistent with mastering 
the work. The furniture was specially designed and perfectly 
suited to the work. 


Beginnings and Endings.—The instruction begins at the 
first elementary principles, or at ‘such stage of the work as the 
pupil is prepared to begin, and leads up, step by step, to fine 
plate work in free-hand, mechanical, architectural, topographical, 
patent-office drawings, etc. 


Instructors. —The principal and other teachers of this de- 
partment are graduates of an excellent school of engineering, and 
have had much practical experience outside of the class-room. 
They are intensely practical and systematic in their teachings, are 
devoted to their work, and to helping their pupils in every way. 


Mechanical Drawing is taught systematically and thor- 
oughly. Beginning with the simple geometric figures, the 
student is gradually led up through the more complex ones to 
projections, shades and shadows, isometric drawing, perspec- 
tive, machine details, etc., until he can make good finished plates. 


Architectural Drawing is easily learned by taking our 
special course. The young carpenter who has ambition to rise 
to the head of his profession, can soon fit himself to be “‘boss,” 
or an employer, by learning to design and make drawings of his 
own and comprehend building plans of others. Our night class is 
his opportunity. 


Free-Hand Drawing is taught by the best practical method. 
The student begins by making an outline sketch of some simple 
object, and is carefully taught to observe the forms and pro- 
portions, and lights and shades of objects as he draws them. He 
is thus trained to measure objects with the eye and note their 
peculiarities until he becomes a careful observer and ¢an accu- 
rately portray by drawings what he sees.

To facilitate progress, each student is 
required to provide himself with the very best pens, which are 
the Spencerian, best black ink, and excellent quality of paper. 

The Method of Teaching combines class and individual 
instruction, with sufficient variation to avoid monotony, deeply

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Business Writing.—Business writing is a style that is 
read without hesitation. written rapidly, and in good taste. The 
handwriting we teach is the most simple in use, containing not 
a superfluous line, without shade, short extended letters, and

Ladies’ Writing.—In these modern times most ladies pre- 
fer and cultivate a business hand, but those who wish a fashion- 
able or characteristic hand will be given the instruction they 
require. 


Speed Writing.—To accomplish this, students are carried 
through a finely arranged series of progressive exercises, pro- 
ducing wonderful muscular action, and securing that perfect 
control of the arm, hand and fingers, which advances our 
students so rapidly. 


Teachers’ Course.—In this the pupils, are thoroughly 
drilled in rapid, easy movement, given frequent explanations, 
blackboard illustrations, conversations and examinations upon 
the elements and principles, and their combination in the forma- 
tion, classification and arrangement of letters in the production 


‘of words, sentences and pages; the aim being to make every 


pupil not only a Master Penman, but a thoroughly prepared and 
successful teacher. 


Ornamental Course.—In this, pupils are taught a great 
variety of large and small designs in Off-Hand Flourishing, the 
formation ot German Text and Old English Letters, with a 
broad pointed quill pen, in a rapid, off-hand manner; a variety 
of rapid Italian and other Ornamental Letters; Pen-Drawing by 
line shading and stipple work, in the production of figures, faces 
and flowers; and in designing and executing pieces, and en- 
grossing resolutions, memorials, etc. Instruction in Ornamental 
Penmanship is, included in the regular Teachers’ Course. 


School Teachers. —By preparing to teach the Spencerian 
System of Penmanship, teachers can extend their usefulness, and 
double their income, by organizing evening classes in their own 
and adjoining districts, and that, too, without interfering with 
the regular duties of the day. ; 
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When to Commence.—As there are no term divisions or 
vacations, the University is in session during the entire year (52 
weeks), and as the instruction is mostly individual, persons may 
enter any time most convenient for them and be initiated at 
once.

Stu- 
dents deficient in the common branches may enter the English 
Department and receive individual and class instruction from 
painstaking and competent teachers. 

Time Required for Completion.—The time required to 
complete the Business Course or Shorthand Course depends 
largely upon the ability, age, experience and application of the 
student, and varies from four to nine months, not often com- 
pleted in less than six months. The two courses can be com- 
pleted in twelve months. 

Teachers. —Our teachers are experienced and able men, each 
being chosen for his true moral worth and peculiar fitness for his 
special work.

Board. —Good board with furnished room can be secured 
at from $3 per week upwards. Few of our students pay more 
than $4. 

Furnished Rooms.—Furnished rooms, without board, can 
be obtained at from $1 to $2 per week. 

Baggage.—Persons arriving in the city to attend the College 
can leave their baggage at the depot, retain their checks, come 
directly to the College office, and select a boarding place from our 
list. Their baggage can then be taken directly to the boarding 
place. 

Safe Keeping of Money.—Students desiring can deposit 
funds with us for safe keeping, and draw them in such amounts 
and at such times as they may need. Remittance should be 
made in postal orders, express orders, or drafts on New York, 
but not by individual check. 

Total Expenses.—The cost of books and tuition as pub- 
lished, and board and washing, are all the necessary expenses 
of the students while attending this College. We have no 
incidental expenses, which, in many schools, together with the 
cost of books, amounts to more than the tuition. That all may 
know just what their necessary expenses will be while here, we 
make the following offers: We will supply the required books, 
blanks and stationery, tuition and good board for a thirteen 
weeks’ Business Course for $96.00, if paid in advance; the same 
for twenty-six weeks, $170.00. These figures include all the 
stationery required at starting, all the text-books and blanks 
for the entire time, and the following additional stationery: For 
three months, one pad of figuring paper, one pencil, one-fourth 
gross pens, two quires paper. For six months, twice the quan- 
tity of these items. What is here named is all that is needed. 
These figures include every necessary expense, except washing, 
which amounts to but a few cents per week.

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1. Students are received into the Institution as ladies and 
gentlemen, and are expected to conduct themselves as such, both 
towards the teachers and each other. 

2. The student is expected to be punctual and regular in 
attendance; on entering the school room during hours of the 
sessions to occupy his own desk, quietly pursue his studies, and 
not leave the room without permission. 

3. The College rooms are opened twenty minutes before 
each session, day or evening, and closed soon after the end of 
the session. . Permission will not be given students to leave 
school during session, for pleasure nor for business, unless the 
teacher thinks the excuse reasonable and the application is in 
writing. 

4. Students are not expected to ask permission to leave the 
rooms during special exercises, such as law lectures, writing 
classes, etc. 

5. No whistling, singing, scuffling, loud talking, laughing, 
improper noises of any kind, lounging or collecting in groups in 
the halls or stairways, or lounging on the sidewalks or steps in 
front of the building will be permitted. 

6. Reasons for absence or tardiness, or an excuse from 
the office, must be given to the teacher in charge in writing 
when the student enters the department to which he belongs. 

7. Continued absence or tardiness without reasonable excuse 
will subject the student to suspension until willing to properly 
attend to school duties 

8. The daily record of Punctuality and Deportment will 
affect the standing of the student at examination. 


9. No student is allowed to open the desk or disturb the 
books of another without permission. ; 

1o. Students will be held responsible for any marking, cut- 
ting, defacing or injuring in any way the desks, walls, furniture 
or any other property of the Institution. 

11. Students entering for any regular course will be re- 
quired to attend all his or her classes, unless excused, and .are 
to make no changes in their course, or drop any study, without 
special permission from the office. 

12. Students will not be permitted to carry out of the Insti- 
tution any article belonging to the University, without permission. 

13. Students will not be allowed to use tobacco in any form 
in or about the rooms or building.

=< of the location had long been pointed out by 
ndians as being, in the words of Cadillac, the natur- 
al “door of the vast seas of sweet water beyond.” He had with 
him about one hundred and fifty men, with twenty-five birchen 
canoes, some of “ten tons burden,” and they landed to the 
music of fife and drum, locating the site with as much solem- 
nity as Romulus and Remus, according to the legend, founded 
Rome. This was in 1701, but it had been visited by the French 
a hundred years before, and as early as 1678 a vessel of 
European design, the “Griffin,” sailed up the river and stopped 
at the village of Huron Indians. At this point Cadillac built a 
fortification, to hold the country in the interests of France, and 
to establish a trading post to facilitate the fur trade with the In- 
dians. His men at once began to cultivate the ground, and were 
soon followed by other settlers from sunny France, whose de- 
scendants now form some of the first families of Detroit. 


In 1763 the British took possession, and soon had trouble 
with the Indians, who had been on quite friendly terms with 
the French. Of the several tribes in this vicinity—Pottawot- 
tamies, Wyandottes and Ottawas—Pontiac, an Ottawa, was chief. 
His home was on Peache island, near the Canadian shore, just 
above Belle Isle. Concluding that the British were inimical to 
his race, he decided to attack Detroit, and in July, 1763, a battle 
was fought. entailing a loss to the British of 25 killed and 38 
wounded. The “Pontiac Tree,” which was standing until a few 
years ago on the Michigan Stove Co.’s grounds, formerly known 
as “Bloody Run Hollow,” about two miles from the center of the 
city, marked the location of the battlefield. In 1778 the British 
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built Fort Shelby, on the site occupied by the new Postoffice 
Building, corner Fort and Shelby streets. 

The American Flag first waved over Detroit in 1796, when 
the fort and town were evacuated by the British under the Jay 
treaty, and taken possession of by Capt. Potter, of Gen. Wayne’s 
command. It remained in American hands until Hull’s surren- 
der to Gen. Brock, August 16, 1812, but the British only held it 
about 13 months, for on September 27, 1813, the Americans, un- 
der Gen. McArthur, again floated their flag from the fort staff, 
since which time the city has continued American. 

Location. — Detroit is most pleasantly situated on the beauti- 
ful Detroit river, which connects Lakes St. Clair and Erie, is 
seven miles from the former and eighteen from the latter. On 
account of its beautiful location and pleasant surroundings, it is 
recognized as a popular resort for tourists and pleasure seekers, 
being the central point from which, during the summer, numerous 
steamboat lines, both up and down the river, carry passengers to 
the beautiful islands and pleasantly located towns that dot the 
river’s banks for miles in either direction; and its many railroads 
connect it with all parts of the country. 

The Representative Men of Detroit are men of large aims 
and clear foresight, who have put in motion forces that will push 
the destinies of the city far beyond our present dreams. It has 
now a population of more than 385,000, and with the causes at 
present at work, will, in the near future, be half a million. 

As a Commercial City De'roit ranks high. Its growth 
during the last twenty-five years has been wonderful, its popula- 
tion now being more than eight times as large as then. The in- 
crease is the result of a natural and steady growth; not stimulated by 
any excitement, but accruing to the city because of its solid worth. 

Handsome Buildings.— Among the many handsome pub- 
lic and other buildings are the City Hall, overlooking the 
Campus Martius, the Union Trust Company Building, with its 
ten stories looking up and down Griswold street—the Wall 


street of Detroit—from the Corner of Congress street; that archi- 
tectural beauty, the Chamber of Commerce,.with its eleven 
stories, corner of State and Griswold streets; that massive ten- 
story brick pile, Hammond Building, corner of Fort and Gris- 
wold streets, and solid Hudson Building, with its admirable 
combination of immense stores; that triumph of architectural 
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sa beauty, Majestic Building, towering fourteen stories heaven- 


Q x ward; the elegant Masonic Temple, the artistic Detroit Opera 
~ House, the handsome Lyceum Theater, the 


Whitney Opera 
House, the new Court House, the very handsome Custom House, 
the delightful Museum of Art, etc.; the Public Library Building 
on Library Park, filled with 180,000 well selected volumes, and 
reading rooms supplied with all the desirable dailies, weeklies, 
monthlies, quarterlies, open to the students of the Business Uni- 
versity, etc., only a step from the handsome structure, Business 
University Building, corner Wilcox avenue and Barclay place, 
and near to it the Y. M. C. A. Building, open to the young men 
of the Detroit Business University, offering opportunity for the 
pleasantest evening entertainments, fine gymnasium, baths, etc. 

Deserved Admiration.—The editor of one of the live west- 
ern dailies in his paper voiced the sentiment of the many thou- 
sands of tourists that visit the city annually, when he said: “De- 
troit is the handsomest city in the world; its site is on a nature- 
favored spot. Its well-paved, clean streets; its miles of well- 
built, towering business blocks, of the latest architectural designs ; 
its handsome boulevards, bordered with broad grass nlats fringed 
with beautiful flowers; its electric towers with their flood of 
silver light; its broad, deep river; its charming retreats, pleasure 
and recreation grounds, and, above all, the spirit and disposition 
of its people, combine to make it an attractive and desirable 
place of residence or for business.” 

Bird’s-eye View.— The most comprehensive view of De- 
troit can be had by ascending the City Hall tower or Majestic 
Building, nearly 200 feet from the ground. The first thing that 
strikes the eye is the blue-tinged, broad majestic river, filled 
with water craft of every kind, from the row boat and pleasure 
yacht to the magnificent “floating palaces” that sail the lakes. 
It is unquestionably the most remarkable river in the world; five- 
eighths of a mile wide at this point, its vast volume of water 
glides along smoothly and noiselessly, never rising into a flood 
and never falling by drouth; typical of the city itself, for Detroit 
is a conservative city. This charming, never varying flood carries 
on its bosom more tonnage than any other river or strait in the 
world, not excepting the Thames, the Hudson, or that triumph of 
engineering, the Suez Canal. During the summer season excur- 
sions leave every five or ten minutes for various points of in- 
terest up and down the river, and for ten cents one can spend the 
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entire day upon the upper decks of the ferry boats that go 
regularly to and from Windsor and Belle Isle, enjoying the 
delightful scenery and the bracing, health-giving atmosphere. To 
the eastward lies Belle Isle, now a handsome public park of 700 
acres. Looking south, across the river, we see the thriving city 
of Windsor, with the fertile farms of the King’s dominions sur- 
rounding. Westward the river stretches away, its shores lined 
with elevators, copper and iron works, salt works and other 
industries. We can dimly see the embankments and barracks of 
the Fort on the bend of the river, six miles away. Below us lies 
Campus Martius, an open square, from which radiate all the 
great avenues of the city. From this point the residence portion 
of the city, north, east and west, in a sea of buildings, half 
hidden with tree tops, forms a beautiful picture with a back- 
ground of distant woods and fields. -The splendid edifice, known 
as the Business University Building, which is occupied by the 
Detroit Business University, holds an appropriate and com- 
manding view, overlooking the Library Park, Woodward avenue, 
Wilcox avenue, etc.
